Fielding: 

Ydu slttmld begin to most? your fielder* as soon as ilir ball» hit Get familiar with the starting points of 
all your fMdm 90 you can react quk IJy instead of waiting until you see the fielders. When a pop fly is 
hit! you need to predict where the ball ts going to land and move the closest player to that destination 
Adjustments should be made bused on the shadow of the hall and the tone that Indicates the height of 
the ball. 


U;ii ling: Do not stand still tn the batter's box. Deceive thr pitchera* to where you will be when the ball 
Is thrown. 


General: If you replace a Adder with a player that Is not from the same position, there will be more 
errors. 


Never talk to your opponent about the \mi pilch. If hr knows wtut you think about it. that may help 
him on the next pitch.
